COVID-19 has been detected in multiple communities throughout New York State. There is an urgent 
need to expand hospital capacity in New York State to be able to meet the demand for patients with 
COVID-19 requiring acute care. As a result, this directive is being issued to clarify expectations for 
nursing homes (NHs) receiving residents returning from hospitalization and for NHs accepting new 
admissions 


Hospital discharge planning staff and NHs should carefully review this guidance with all staff directly 
involved in resident admission, transfer, and discharges. 
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During this global health emergency, all NHs must comply with the expedited receipt of residents 
returning from hospitals to NHs. Residents are deemed appropriate for return to a NH upon a 
determination by the hospital physician or designee that the resident is medically stable for return. 


Hospital discharge planners must confirm to the NH, by telephone, that the resident is medically 
stable for discharge. Comprehensive discharge instructions must be provided by the hospital prior to 
the transport of a resident to the NH.

Although COVID-19 infection can be severe and require inpatient care, some infections may be mild and not require medical care in an acute care facility. 
Hospitalized patients with COVID-19 infection may be medically stable for discharge prior to discontinuation of transmission-based precautions; 
therefore, SNF should prepare to accept such residents and institute the appropriate precautions to prevent spread of infection to HCP and other 


patients.

Interim Guidance for Nursing Facilities During COVID-19 (3/18/20) 


The Department of Health has received questions from nursing care facilities, associations, and 
constituents regarding best practices in nursing homes related COVID-19 including visitation policies. 
The Department is supporting guidance on critical measures issued by CMS for all nursing facilities, 


advise that facilities do the following: 


è Restrict all visitors, effective immediately, with exceptions for compassionate care, such as 


during end-of-life situations 


e Restrict all volunteers, non-essential health care personnel and other personnel (1.c. barbers); 


o This does not include the following: 
a Home-health and dialysis services; 


*® The Department of Aging/Area Agency on Aging and the Department of Human 
Services where there is concern for serious bodily injury, sexual abuse, or 


Serious physical injury, and 


a Hospice services offered by licensed providers within the nursing home facility. 
e Restrict cross-over visitation from personal care home (PCH), Assisted Living, and/or 
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Continuing Care Community residents to nursing homes. Ensure cross-over staff adhere to the 
facility’s infection disease protocol. 

e When there is evidence of community spread of COVID-19 within your county or adjacent 
counties, nursing care facilities should cancel all communal activities. 

+ When there is no community spread of COVID-19 within their county or adjacent counties, 
facilites should, at a minimum, implement social distancing in dining practices and group 
activities. The following recommended approaches should be considered: 

o Testing 
® Implement active screening of residents and health care personnel for fever and 
respiratory symptoms (Recommended Screening Questions below); 

* Staff should be screened at the beginning and end of every shift; and 

a Complete a Facility Entry Screening Form for each screening (Template 
accompamies this guidance)

readmissions for current residents who have been discharged from the hospital 
who are stable to alleviate the increasing burden in the acute care settings. This 
may include stable patients who have had the COVID-19 virus.

No patient/resident shall be denied re-admission or admission to the post-acute 


care setting solely based on a confirmed diagnosis of COVID-19. Persons under 
investigation for COVID-19 who have undergone testing in the hospital shall not be 










discharged until results are available. Post-acute care facilities are prohibited from 
requiring a hospitalized patient/resident who is determined medically stable to be tested 








for COVID-19 prior to admission or readmission.

SUBJECT: Hospital Discharges and Admissions to Post-Acute Care Settings 


On March 9, 2020 Governor Philip D. Murphy issued Executive Order No. 103, 
declaring a Public Health Emergency in New Jersey as a result of the COVID-19 
pandemic. In order to respond to the increase in positive cases there is an urgent need 
to expand hospital capacity to be able to meet the demand for patients with COVID-19 
requiring acute care. As a result, this directive is being issued to clarify expectations 
post-acute care settings receiving patients/residents returning from hospitalization and 
for accepting new admissions. 


The New Jersey Department of Health directs hospital discharge planning staff 
and post-acute care facilities to carefully review this guidance with all staff directly 
involved in patient/resident admissions, transfers, and discharges. 


During this global health emergency, all post-acute care settings must comply 
with the expedited receipt of patients/residents discharging from hospitals. 
Patients/residents are deemed appropriate for discharge to the post-acute care setting 
upon a determination by the hospital physician or designee that the resident is medically 
stable for return. A rapid review of necessary resources to provide adequate, safe care 
in the post-acute care setting is imperative during this time. 


Hospital discharge planners must confirm to the post-acute care setting, by 
telephone, that the patient/resident is medically stable for discharge. Comprehensive 
discharge instructions must be provided by the hospital prior to the transport of a 
patient/resident to the post-acute care setting.
